WASHINGTON, December 29. — Minister 
Foster, in a letter to Secretary Evarts, 
September 7th, gives reports 
of the interviews with President Diaz and 
Minister Mata witha view to the punish- 
ment of the Indians raiding into Texas, and 
notices their reference to an expedition 
made by the Mexican troops and Kickapoos 
against the Lipans, and also to the Indian 
raids from the United States into Chihua- 
hua. He says the fact of his 
interview, and its object becomes known 
through the Mexican sources and it ap- 
peared that the government was impressed 
with the necessity of justifying its course 
before its own people. Inevidence of this, 
luster encloses.an article which appeared 
in the Monitor, and which he has no doubt 
was substantially, if not entirely, prepared 
in the office of foreign affairs. An 
examination of the ofticial documents 
makes it plain. That expedition 
was undertaken to punish the Lipans for 
raids and depredations upon Mexican citi- 
zens on Mexican soil, and not for raids into 
Texas, and for this expedition the Mexican 
authorities enlisted the Kickapoos, who are 
part of the Indians charged by American 
officials with raiding into Mexico. 


Hard Times in England, 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, December 28.—The Daily News 
says: Instead of Christmas turning the 
tide of events or reviving the cotton trade 
at Blackburn, the markets have gradually 
dwindled down and this week there has 
heen less employment than ever. Six 
mills at a standstill through  bank- 
ruptcy and others are definitely closed for 
three weeks. Those best versed in the 
cotton trade, say the prospect of improve- 
ment is far from immediate. The Oldham 
cotton trade-strike, however appears to be 
approachingan end, as there are a large 


number of operatives returning to work at 


reduced wages. It is calculated that half a 
million spindles have been started during 
the last two weeks at the reduced rates. 

The Times in its financial articles to-day 
says that we have reason to believe that one 
or more of the joint stock banks in that city 
has decided to take up its acceptances out- 
standing at five per cent. interest. If this 
be true it isa very édmportant reform and 
the promptitude with which the steps have 
been decided upon demonstrates very forci- 
bly what asalutary effect has been produced 
by the bank failures.

ACKLIN .TO THE FRONT AGAIN. 


A Dynamite Explosion in New Jersey—Several 
Disasters at Sea—Arrest of a Defaalter—De- 
structive Fires—Two Men Burned to 
Death—An Attempted Snicide. 


New Or.eans, December 28.—Congress- 
man Acklin publishes a card, in which he 
says, referring to the statement published 
this morniug: ‘‘As this committee did not 
pass upon the only question about which I 
care and which affects me socially—namely, 
the charge of seduction—I felt at liberty to 
submit that social question to a committee 
in Washington, whose finding in the case I 
print below. This latter committee had 
before them a mass of evidence which the 
New Orleans committee never saw. 
I could readily print this to sustain their 
decision and entirely disprove the charge 
of seduction, but it is of such a character 
that a just sense of propriety induces 
me to withhold from public print. As the 
New Orleans committee did not pass upon 
the social question and the Washington 
committee did, and declared me innocent of 
the charge, now, if they, or any of them 
hold that the finding of the Washington 
committee was incorrect in fact, then I de- 
mand that the New Orleans eymumittee shall 
also examine the social question, the charge 
of sedinction—have summoned all the wit- 
nesses they or I desire; apply all form of a 
judicial inquiry to the case and render their 
decision as to whether I am guilty or inno- 
cent of this charge of seduction. They 
formerly ignored the social question en- 
tirely, and as it is now revived, I am pre- 
pared to prove my innocence socially, as I 
did my strength politically.”’ 

Patrerson, N. J., December 28.—An ex- 
plosion occurred this morning at the 
Rend Rock dynamite works at Oak Ridge, 
upper Preakness. Three men were at work 
in the mixing house. It is supposed that 
in hurrying up their Saturday’s work they 
overheated the nitro-gl ycerine, and sudden- 
ly a terrific explosion took plate. complete- 
ly pulverizing the mixing house and not 
only killing all three of the men, but scat- 
tering their remains over a hundred acres 
of the adjacent ground in pieces weighing 
from one ounce upwards. The force of the 
explosign was literally indescribable, and 
the concussion disturbed the air for miles 


around as if by the shock of an earthquake. 
The works are the same as those at which 
the explosion occurred July 1, 1878, at 
which time the operatives were all to din- 
ner and escaped. This is the fourth explo- | 
sion at this mill. Pecuniary loss small. 
New YorK, December 28.—Messrs. Wm. 
P. Clyde & Co. recieved the following from 
the American consul at Kingston: Theodvre 
Steinert, Alfred Anderson, quartermaster 
and seaman of Emily B. Souder, was picked 
up on the 12th of December on the life-raft 
by the schooner Abbott Devereanx,from Bos- 
ton for here. They report that the steamer 
was foundered in a hurricane two days 
previously. They saw a boat, with passen- 
gers, capsized alongside, but lost sight of all 
the other boats. 

The British steamer Lamperts with Cap- 
tain Pearce from Savle, by way. of.-Dart- 
mouth for -eval, is aground at Copenhagen, 
and the American ship Southern Rights 
with Captain Beard, frum Liverpool, De- 
cember 17th, for New Orleans, has arrived 
at Queenstown, with her cargo shifted. 
Robert A. Pedrick, the alleged defaulting 
custom-house clerk of Messrs, Buckhard & 
Hutton, of New York, accused of appropri- 
ating $108,000 for the payment of custom 
duties, was arrested this morning and heid 
in $5,000 bail for the grand jury. 

Dover, N. H., December 28.—A fire this 
morning badly damaged the Cocbeco print 
works, (a three story building), and its con- 
tents. The lower bviler room, shearing 
room and bleaching room were entirely de- 
stroyed. The works will be closed for some 
time. The loss is estimated from $75,000 
to $100,000. Probably covered by insurance.

The Presidential Race—The Senator Said to be Gird- 
ing Himself for the Oontest—Hopes of a Solid 
South, and the States of New York,

The New York Times of Thursday says: 
Senator Bayard is in the field, in earnest, «3 
a candidate forthe presidency. Indication: 
of the fact have been plentiful enough to 
any fairly acute observer, but the announce- 
ment may be made with positiveness, as de- 
rived from his political headquarters. 
Three months ago, when his party was in 
full chase after soft-money leaders, and the 
Delaware senator set himself so stubbornly 


against the tide, his prospects appeared to 
be declining, and while he stood in notable 
contrast to Mr. Thurman, who had so long 
been his associate in the democratic leader- 
ship of the senate, but who had given away 
so completely to the Ewing-McLean faction 
in Ohio, the vigor of his hard-monéy argu- 
ment only seemed to make him less availa- 
ble as the candidate of a party devoted to 
all surts and any sort of inflation. But the 
October vote in Ohio helped him greatly, 
and there was no one who read the tele- 
grains from that state with greater satisfac- 
tion than himself and his friends. It re- 

uired the success of the republican party, 
aithful to the public interests, to give life 
to Mr. Bayard’s prospects in his own party, 
unfaithful, as usual. Without the efforts 
of the republican leaders in Ohio, the doe- 
trines of Mr. Thurman, at least, to say 
nothing of Ewing and Voorhees, would 
have swept the democratic organization 
completely out of sight of the position 
which Senator Bayard had taken, and there 
was an obvious inconsistency, to say no 
more, in the arguments which the latter 
gentleman made, with apparent earnest- 
ness, just before the November election, in 
behalf of democratic candidates. 

The a followed the Ohio 
election, and the gene:al submission since 
to the operation of the resumption act, have 
had thé effect of making Mr. Bayard availa- 
ble again, and it has been determined in his 
cvuncils not to let things take their course, 
as in 1876, but to begin in time, and begin 
It has been complained that he 
had no “organization” —that precious and 
worshipful és. to the political tinker— 
last time, and this is to be remembered. 
Delaware's politics are so limited in dimen- 
sions, though very intense to the square 
inch, and the senatorial toga descended from 
his father’s shoulders upon his own so easily 
that Mr. Bayard has never studied in the 
state school of organization, and others of 
his colleagues, representing the great states, 
and struggling with many competitors, bave 
been obliged to do. Nevertheless, he has 
now set up his standard, and an active ef- 
fort is to be made. The sinews of war, it is 
intimated, are not wanting; New York as- 
surances, of a substantial character, have 
made the paymaster’s department secure 
from embarrassment, and if its outgo is not 
to be by the ‘‘bar'l’ as in a former note- 
worthy instance, it will, at least, be in suffi- 
cient volume to produce the best results. 

The plan which Mr. Bayard’s friends 
have in mind isto build up the southern 
states. In every democratic calculation 
they form necessarily the prime element. 
It is assumed that they are ‘‘sulid;"’ that by 
no. possibility ean any republican nominee 
gatwer 4 single electoral vote south of the 
This, then, provides 138 
votes, while at least 185 are needed for elec- 
tion. The answer of Bayard’s friends to 


| the latter suggestion is simple and direct. 


They will throw away the chance of Indi- 
ana, with its Voorhees and Hendricks whim- 
sies, and they will carry the three pivotal 
states of the east, in which hard-money 
preferences bave been presumed to hold 
control of the democratic organizations. 


| These three—New York, with thirty-five 


Conneticut, with six, and 
New Jersey, with nine, make a 
total of fifty, and added to the 
solid south, give 188, or three more than a 
majority of the electoral college. Demo- 
cratic expectations may include more states 
in the north, and the mutations of polities 
might add to their column; but assuming 
the south as sure, to begin with, success is 
assumed in the Bayard programme to be 
reasonably certain in New York, Connecti- 
cut and New Jersey for a democratic candi- 
date who has been far more conspicuous for 
his fidelity to hard money than Mr. Tilden, 
and who has elements of. personal popular- 
it y greatly superior to the flabby and dilap- 
idated attractions of that statesman. By 
the time of the election, indeed, if the 
“craze” should pass entirely, Mr. Bayard 
might carry Ohio as well as Mr. Thurman, 
and Indiana as easily as Mr. Hendricks, but 
whether he did or not, 188 electoral votes 
would settle the question. Legs than that 
will suffice, indeed, for it is a settled pro- 
position in the democratic ranks that the 
next president shall be of their party, if 
they come anywhere near success, at 
the polls. They will have a — 
ity in both houses of congress; they 
have the remembrance of what they 
pretend to believe were the frauds of 1876, 
and nobody could be more delighted to 
have the opportunity of carrying things 
with a high banat tipon the pretext that 
they have somebody else's precedent 
for the wrong. I will not say that Senator 
Bayard thoroughly embraces this doctrine 
of political rascality, and means to win by 
fraud if he should be defeated by the peo- 
ple—assuming his nomination, to begin 
with—but it would be aperilous expecta- 
tion that, with only a few electoral ‘ votes 
lacking, and the power of congress to secure 
them in the bands of his partisans, he 
would stand long in the way. Thenew bill 
of Mr. Edmunds, which Senator Bayard 
cordially supported, inakes it none the more 
difficult to count in a candidate not elected 
by the people, 

Looking to the south, it is said by Mr. 
Bayard’s advocates, that there are two argu- 
inents which will avail him to gather the 
delegates from that section and hold them 
in the convention, not including that potent 
one which Mr. Tilden’s agents disbursed so 
unblushingly at St. Louis. The Delaware 
senator has been a southern man par excel- 
lence. He is the son of that other senator 
from this state, who joined the secession 
wing of the Charleston convention in 1860, 
and presided over the body that nominated 
Joha C. Breckinridge for the presidency in 
opposition to Stephen A. Douglas. He has 
been cordially and sincerely bound to the 
southern ideas of excessive states rights, 
aristocratic privilege and “mudsill” antag-

The Legislature and Subsidies. 

About the time’ the legislature’ ad- 
journed special dispatches were sent to 
several northern papers ‘stating that it 
had yoted down an anti-subsidy resolu- 
tion bya very large majority. These 
dispatches escaped our usually alert op- 
tics. We need not tell our readers that 
they carried northward, not news, but a 
piece of fiction. For the benefit of those 
without the state we present the facts, 
Ananti-subsidy resolution was introduced 
in the senate on the last day of the ses- 
sion, by Senator Russell of the eighth dis- 
trict. It was not, however taken up, be- 
cause Senator McDaniel appealed to his 
associated senators to let it go over on ac- 
count of the lack of time for its proper 
consideration. A vote was taken on a 
motion to take it up out of the order, 
which was lost by a few votes less than 
the necessary two-thirds. The resolution 
therefore goes over as unfinished 
business. It will receive an almost 
unanimous vote in each house 
in July. We make this statement in or- 
der that the position of Georgia may not 
be misunderstood away from home, es- 
pecially at Washington. The sentiment 
of the state is solid against the granting 
of subsidies by the general government, 
as the senator or representative will find 
to his cost who votes to increase the na- 
tional burden of taxation and, indirectly, 
of debt in any shape or form.

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A Bugbear. 

It is to be feared that after awhile the 
stalwarts of the north will come to believe 
that General Toombs is amighty bad man. 
He cannot go to Washington that he is 
not attacked by the Bohemians of the 
press; who know that, in addition to 
some pithy remarks, they would alsohave 
the rare opportunity of taking a glass of 
sherry or champagne with the most re- 
markable man of our times. They gather 
around him in crowds and then send off 
to their various newspapers the most 
absurd dispatches ever invented. They 
do not seem to understand General 
Toombs. They seem to be unaware oi 
the fact that he is one of the most con- 
servative men in American politics; that 
he is one of the most far-seeing; that he 
is one of the best business men, 
and probably the abiest financier this 
country ever produced. It is next to the 
impossible for the average Bohemian to 
understand General Toombs. At the 
north they all seem to be afraid of his 
opinions and his utterances, and he no 
sooner makes deliverance of them than 
the telegraphic wires bear them to the ut- 
{ermost partsofthe country. Then there 
isa stir among the stalwarts, and with 
one accord the organs rise up and an- 
nounce that a new rebel- 
lion is brewing.

He has no voice in elections, 
and no aspirations for the future, save to 
die as he has lived, an honest man; and 
when his life comes to be written and his 
utterances collated, it will be discovered 
that America has never produced a purer, 
or a more conservative statesman than 
Robert Toombs.

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The English Armies in Afghanistan. 

The three columns of the viceroy have 
practically reached the objective points 
of the winter campaign. Owing to the 
mortality among his camels, and the deep 
snows, General Biddulph is compelled to 
winter in Pisheen valley, but the road to 
Candahar is not a difficult one after the 
snow is melted in Khojuck pass, and Can- 
dahar itself is not capable of a stubborn 
resistance. Practically, therefore, his col- 
umn isin Candahar. General Roberts’s 
Koorum valley column is entrenched at 
Peiwar pass, and a reconnoisance of the 
Shaturgardin pass disclosed no enemy. 
He will remain where he is until spring, 
und then but seventy miles will lie be- 
tween him and Cabul. General Browne’s 
column has occupied Jellalabad. The 
town isa small, dirty place, with mud 
walls, round towers, narrow streets, and 
a population of about two thousand. It 
is situated in the midst of a_large plain 
one thousand nine hundred and sixty-four 
feet above the sea, where cattle, sheep, 
mules and camels abound, and though 
forage is scarce, fuel is to be obtained in 


any quantity from the pine-clad moun- 


tains that surround the plain. It offers 
a very convenient halting-place for an 
army during the winter months, and will 


be an eligible base whence to begin ope- 


s in the spring against Cabal, which 


will be spent in bringing up supplies, and 
in preparing for a campaign as the snows 
disappear that will put the ameer’s coun- 
try under the heel, so to spéak, of the 
western conqueror—provided the war is 
notsooner ended by peaceful negotiations. 
For the brilliant marches of the British 
columns have struck terror in 
the - hearts of the Afghan It 
is well established that the ezar, with 
nibilists and further’ complications with 
England before his face, has withdrawn 
his embassy from Cabul; that Shere Ali, 
who accepted Russian friendship while 
he rejected the overtures of the viceroy, 
has gone with the Russian mission to 
Turkistan, and that his son, Yakoob 
Khan, has been proclaimed ruler of Af- 
ghanistan in his stead. The causes that 
led to Shere Ali’s depart re are not 
known, but it is reasonable to suppose 
that the rapid march of the British col- 
umns led to a popular movement that he 
could not control. The poor old ruler 
clings to Russia, the most dece tful and 
irresponsible of nations. Yakoob Khan 
has always been a friend to the British, 
and already a report comes from Lahore 
that he is at Jellalabad for the purpose of 
securing peace from the invader. If this 
report is confirmed, the war is virtually 
ended, and England will dictate the terms 
of peace without much regard to Russia’s 
wishes. She will doubtless assume a 
“protectorate” of Afghanistan, as she al- 
ready has of Beelochistan. In other 
words, she will practically annex Afghan- 
istan as she has Beelochistan, and a Brit- 
ish commissioner will reside at Cabul as 
at Kelat, making Yakoob Khan, like the 
khan of Kelat, a British subject. This 
will give England Herat, and control of 
all the country east of the 
Persian border. Russia will 
doubtless push her southern 
frontier to Mery and the Hindu Koosh, 
but she is effectually cut off from the 
[Indian ocean, unless she seizes all Persia, 
and in that case she will have to use the 
Persian gulf to reach the waters of the 
southern sea that she has long endeav- 
ored to gain access to. Thus probably 
will be reached another treaty in the 
grand struggle between the two western 
powers forsupremacy in Asia, England 
scoring another victory.

Baumer and Bismarck. 

Germany has latterly become the very 
breeding-nest and citadel of gross gov- 
ernmental tyranny and human oppres- 
sion. Theserfs of Russia may be greater 
physical sufferers than the pleasant peo- 
ple of Germany, but the latter can boast 
little more of the substance of real and 
political freedom, than the slaves of; Si- 
beria. That the Germans appreciate this 
fact is attested by the enormous emigra- 
tion which has followed hard upon each 
new Bismarckian scheme for the repres- 
sion of popular sentiment and the co- 
ercion of the people to further political 
ends. 


While the cause of tyranny has been 
in progress. in the fatherland, 
our German-American citizens have re- 
joiced in the freedom and security they 
have found in this country. Above all, 
they have rejoiced in the guarantee that 
an American citizen should be safe 
wherever he might go and the American 
flag could follow. Once he had renounced 
allegiance to all foreign powers, princes 
and potentates, declared his intention to 
become an American citizen and taken 
the oath of-allegiance, he felt that the 
honor, power and resources of the nation 
were pledged to the protection of his 
rights and person, should either be as- 
sailed by another power. This has been 
the old notion of the guarantee made by 
the United States to every one of its nat- 
uralized, foreign-born citizens. 


Unfortunately for our German fellow- 
citizens they awake to find that Grant- 
ism in this country mixed for them a 
bitter pill, the effects of which continue 
tothis good day. They have come to the 
knowledge that they stand in a peculiar 
attitude as American citizens—an attitude 
essentially different from that occupied 
by any other of our foreign-born citizens. 
The circumstances which have tended to 
this awakening are not of recent origin, 
but the prime case which has brought 
the subject prominently before the 
country is developed in the correspond- 
ence, recently submitted by the secretary 
of state, by request of that body, to 
congress in the case of Julius Baumer. 


The facts are that Julius Bauémer ob- 
tained his discharge from Prussian na- 
tionality in 1868, at the age of twenty-one 
years; emigrated to America, was natura- 
lized as an American citizen and resided 
in Chicago; in September 1877, he re- 
turned to visit his parents at Munster; 
on Decem er 12th, 1877, the royal gov- 
ernment at Munster caused Baumer to 
be notified that he must either leave the 
territory of the German empire within 
eight days, or be subject to military duty. 
The imperial minister of foreign affairs 
says this notice was given upon the as- 
sumption that Baumer did not intend to 
return to America, but, as many others 
had done, meant to escape military service 
upon the plea of his American citizenship. 
Baumer requested to be permitted to re- 
main until the middle of February of the 
present year, because he lacked means 
to make the return journey earlier. The 
expulsion was temporarily suspended, 
and Baumer left Germany for America in 
January. Secretary Evarts wrote to Min- 
ister Taylor to request that the case be 
looked into and steps taken to prevent 
such annoyance in future to American 
citizens, and, further, to add that this 
government expected the reimbursement 
of Baumer for any expenses to himself 
consequent upon this arbitrary action. 
The reply of the Gérman authorities is 
that they will give consideration to simi- 
lar cases arising, but will not remunerate 
Baumer, because its government at Mun- 
ster acted within its powers. 

The point is that the absurd and abom- 
inable Bancroft treaty concluded between 
Prussia and the United States in 1868con- 
tained a clause that “the intent not to re- 
turn may be held to exist when the per- 
son naturalized in one country resides 
more than two years in the (other?) coun- 
try.”” It seems that the German authori- 
ties hold to the stipulations of this treaty, 
the like of-which does not exist between 
the United States and any other nation, 
only in theory and diplomatic correspond- 
ence, but really arrogate the right to de- 
termine for themselves, after even a three 
months residence like Baumer’s, that 
the party does not intend to return to 
America and has therefore renounced his 
citizenship in the United States. 

This case appears to be one of flagrant 


precedent for tyranny upon our German 
fellow-citizens revisiting the homes of 
their birth in still more oppressive forms.

with the development of the railroad system—the 
next revival of railroad building will surely bring 
the construction not only of southwestern com- 
munications with Mexico and the Pacific, but of 
such lines as the Chicago and South Atlantic air- 
line—and the entrance of the northwest into the 
manufacturing business, this trade will grow to 
vast proportions. Why the politicians of the 
west should libel the whole population of the 
south, when their leaders of the east set them at 
it, may be explained, for libel is the only resource 
of the ‘‘stalwarts’’ justnow. But the country is 
settling down steadily to peace, and with real 
peace it will begin once iaore to consider the 
things which make peace prosperous. And why 
should intelligent western men, not compelled to 
lie for a living, strive to persuade others, or them- 
selves, that just across their state lines men cease 
to be human, and moral and natural laws to pro- 
duce their wonted effect, when every merchant 
or “‘drummer’”’ they meet can give them practical 
proof to the contrary?
